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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed September 19, 2005 has been entered. 
Claim 1 is currently amended. 

Claims 1-20 are pending and are examined on the merits. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. Claims 1-3, 7-13 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
WO 98/53083 (in IDS), as stated in the last office action. 

WO 98/53083 teaches a nucleic acid molecule comprising a polypeptide encoding 
sequence of ACC oxidase and a gene suppression sequence having an inverted repeat of a 
5' untranslated region (UTR) (page 7) and is at least 21 nucleotides long (page 9) and 
transformed into a plant, wherein gene suppression is severe (page 15). 

2. Applicants' arguments filed September 19, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants argue that the prior art reference does not meet all of the limitations 
of the claims. The Examiner maintains that the construct is polycistronic and linked to a single 
promoter (see Figure 1 A). In addition, Figure 2 provides evidence that the ACOl coding 
sequence is also transcribed and translated, while the construct also results in gene suppression. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
98/53083 taken with Helliwell et al (US 2003/0049835), as stated in the last office action. 
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4. Applicants' arguments filed September 19, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants argue that the prior art reference does not meet all of the limitations 
of the claims. The Examiner maintains that the construct of WO 98/53083 is polycistronic and 
linked to a single promoter (see Figure 1 A), as stated above. In addition, the Examiner maintains 
that WO 98/53083 in combination with Helliwell et al make obvious the claimed invention, as 
stated in the last office action.
